A Special Agent of the Security Office, U.S. Department 
of State, interviewed a svimmer erqsloyee of the Department of State 
who had obtained information third-hand that Corporal Thomas L. 
Lindon, U.S. Marine Corps had said that during the course of his 
duties, he had reviewed U.S. Marine Corps files and observed 
information concerning the assassination of President Kennedy. 

The files allegedly reflected that Lee Harvey Oswald had nothing 
to do with the assassination. Lindon further indicated that the 
files revealed the assassination was a "conspiracy on the part 
of the Government." Also the actual assassin was a former Secret 
Service Agent. Further, Jack Ruby was killed by the Government 
with some type of injection.
